
-- 83. The method of Claim 68 wherein said light is applied by a light source selected from 
the group comprising fiberoptic bundles, hollow-core optical waveguides, liquid-filled waveguides, 
light emitting diodes, micro-lasers, monochromatic lasers, lamps, continuous wave lasers, and pulsed 
lasers. - 

-- 84. The method of Claim 68 further comprising the step of purging excess agent after said 
agent has been applied. -- 



applying Rose Bengal to said diseased tissue so as to cover, perfuse, permeate or saturate said

applying visible light to said diseased tissue, wherein said visible light penetrates said diseased
